KING AS AN ANGLER. 


His Majesty Is an Enthusiastic 
Wielder of the Rod. 


If Izaak Walton could be re-incate 
nuted it is quite certain that King 
George would have no greater admir- 
er or more loyal subject than the 
genial “Father of Angling,” who he 
never had a more enthusiastic dis- 
ciple than His Majesty. 

King Edward was an expert wielder 
of the rod, and caught many a fine 
salmon in the waters of the Dee and 
the Tweed; but, as old Donald Mor- 
gan used to say, His Majesty was 
“not awfu’ enthusiastic,” a descrip- 
tion which, we may be sure, Denald 
Stewart, King George’sa devoted com- 
panion and henchman on many a 
fishing expedition, would never apply 
to the present occupant of the throne 
of England. 

“T love «a gun,” King George con- 
fessed recently, “but { am never 
quite so happy as when I am fishing 
the pools of the Dee, with the long 
day before me.” And it 1s while fish- 
ing these pools in the reyal preserves 
of Abergeldie and Balmerai, remote 
from courts and the crowds of ren, 
that His Majesty has spent some of 
the most delighttul days of his life. 

Every spring tor many years past 
the King has spent several weeks at 
Abergeldie, indulging to the full in 
his favorite pastime. Usually with 
only one companion, Sir Charles 
Cust, he makes his headquarters at a 
small, two-storeyed house, Abergeldie 
Mains, a few yards distant from the 
ancient castle. Here he leads the 
simple, prim-tive life, rising early, 
faring plainly, and living entirely for 
his sport. He usually starts at about 
ten o'clock in the morning, with his 
companion and a couple of  atten- 
dants—Do Stewart, His Majesty's 
head game per, and Arthur Grant, 
the gillie, have mostly been his com. 
Panions of the humbler sort—and he 
devotes the whole day to the rod, 
mild cigarettes almost in- 


smoking 
cessantly 

About noon a carriage brings lunch 
eon to the pools where His Majesty 
is working, and after a smoke and 
rest on the bank fishing is resumed 
as long as the, light when the 
return for dinner is made. A post- 
prandial cigar and a gossip er the 
day’s sport follow, and then it is 
early to bed for a good night’s rest 
before the next day’s tishing 

It was at these waters of Abergeldie 
that the King first learnt the gentle 
art of wielding a rod, nearly forty 
years ago, with his father and John 
Brown as mentors, and he still reealls 
his delight at landing his tirst fish 
one spring day in the early ‘sixties, 
and Brown's enthusiastic “Guid! 
Ye'll mak a braw feesher some day, 
Prince ordie,” : 

The King, we are told, uses an 18- 
foot, split-cane, steel-centred rod, in 
preference to the greenheart beloved 
of Dee tishermen, and most of his fish 
have been taken with the fly. As a 
caster he has few equals, and he ‘s 
an expert in every form of tackle. 
Not long ago, it is said, so keen was 
he on testing a new form of tackle 
which had been sent to St. James's 
Palace for his inspection that he ae- 
tually left a levee which was in 
progress in order to gratily his curi- 
osity, 

The weather has no terrors for His 
Majesty, and during one terrible week 
of blizzards, frosts, and howling gales 
he was out all day at Abergeldie, and 
counted himself amply rewarded 
when, at the end of the week, he 
creeled a beauty of 9lb. with the very 
last cast ot the day.

An Ancient Pension. 

A curious revelation regarding the 
origin of a $1,500 pension which falls 
to the Lord Mayor of Dublin was 
made in reply to a question asked in 
the House of Commons the other day 
It was explained that the pension was 
granted in consideration of services 
rendered to Charles I]. The sum in 
question is a perpetual annuity grant: 
ed by the Merry Monarch to the 
mayor of the day and his successors, 
for eminent services rendered at the 
time of the Restoration For many 
years it carried with it the rank of 
captain in the army, with its corre- 
sponding privileges regarding com- 
mand and so forth. The latter privi- 


leges have become obsolete, and the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin performs no 
military service; but the annuity is 


still paid out of the Consolidated 
Fund 

The Discovery of Blotting-Paper. 

Blotting-paper was discovered pure- 
ly by accident, Some ordinary paper 
was being made one day at a mill in 
Berkshire, when a careless workman 
forgot to put in the sizing material.

There was such a big demand 
that the mill ceased to make ordinary 
paper and was soon occupied in mak- 
ing blotting only, the use of which 
spread to all countries.

British Shop Clerks Get Shorter Hours 

London.—Clerks in dry-goods and 
other stores of England, being unskili- 
ed workmen, bave no eifective unions, 
and have been sweated mercilessly by 
the mercantile class of employers 
They have to work twelve and four- 
teen hours daily, and their wages are 
so scant that they can scarcely make 
both ends meet. 

Winston Churchill, seercta:y for 
home affairs, introduced a bill in par- 
liament to ameliorate the condition of 


clerks. The bill proposes that they 
shall not be worked for more than 
sixty hours weekly, and toat they 


shall not be worked after & p.m. on 
more than three nights a week; that 
they shall have Saturday half holiday 


all the year round, and that there 
shall be no Sunday woik exeept in 
shops where necessaries of life are 
sold. 


It is probable that the bil will be 
passed without opposition, as the con. 
ditions under which clerks work have 
been an industrial scandal for years. 

To Scale Mt. Robson 

Edmonton, — Messrs. Mumm and 
Collie, of London, England, will make 
a second attempt to scale Mount Rob- 
son, the highest peak in the Rockies, 
this summer. They reached the city 
recently with a Swiss mountain guid», 
and will go west on the G. T. P. They 
expect to be away seven weeks.

ESTIMATE OF CROPS 


Plenty for Local Consumption and 


Seed and Some for Export Too 
—Quality Will Be High 


Winnipeg.—The Free Press in issu- 
ing its regular monthly crop report 
summarizes the crop situation in 
western Canada as follows: 

“This report, while showing heavy 
leakage in many s.ctions, is not at ail 
so pessimistic as some of the grain 
bul.s would like to insist on. 

“It is evident Manitoba and more 
especially southern Manitoba, has suf- 
fered severely and taken as a whole 
that section won't produce more than 
half crop. Judging by the number of 
reports that run from eight to ten 
bushels for wheat, 11 wouid be safe to 
piace the yield at eight bushels as the 
average. This roughly inciudes the 
countiy lying south of the main line of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. South. 
ern Manitoba can, of course, better 
afford such loss than any other seciion 
west, as there has been no general 
crop failure there siace 1888. South- 
ern Saskatchewan has suffered less 
than expected, but southern Alberta 
may be counted an almost total loss 
Northern and Centro] Saskatchewan 
have one of the finest crops in their 
history. That province has the larg- 
est area in wheat and the largest per- 
centage that is in’ the central and 
northern parts of the province. 

Northern Alberta, speaking genera’. 
ly, has a good crop. Judging from 
these reports, with anything like 
favorable weather from now on it 
would be safe to count on at least 
90,000,000 to 95,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. The oat crop will be light and 
the barley crop generally unsatisfac- 
tory, but speaking brordly, the flax 
crop is a success in disiricts where 
the largest areas have been sown, 

The west will not harvest a bumper 
crop this year, but she will have 
enough for bread and seed with fair 
amount for export. The quality will 
be high. It is interest’'ng to note in 
how many reports stress is laid on the 
fact that where car-ful farming has 
been done the crop is good in spite of 
light rainfalls, 


Jump in Flour by Manitoba Mills 

Winnipeg, Man.—The partial fiilure 
of the crops throughout many parts of 
the praitie provinces and the conse- 
quent rise in the wheat market, which 
has characterized the pist week, has 
had the inevitabe result, 

Recently the Lake of the Woods 
Milling company announced an ad- 
vance in the price of flour, and imme- 
diately following the announcement 
Ogilvie Milling company and the 
Western Canada Flour Mills company 
followed suit. The increased — price 
consists of an advance of 10 cents a bag 
and 20 cents a barrel, or an approxi- 
mate increase of about 3 1-3 per cent 
over May and June prices. It is prac- 
tically a reversion to the prices ob- 
taining in February and March, when 
the price of wheat was high. It is 
stated by the mill managers that there 
is every probability of further advance > 
if the present conditions continue, and 
the wheat market keeps on rising, the 
effect of local conditions heving a very 
direct bearing on the question, 


The Forest Fires Are Serious 

Calgary.—Burning since last week 
in June the forest fire at Priddis has 
done several hundred thousand dol- 
lurs worth of damage to the foothill 
timber owned exclusively by the gov. 
ernment. Chief Dominion rire 
Cruiser Margach with a gang of fire 
fighters has left the city for the scene 
to make a determined attempt to pee 
vent more destruction is possible. The 
squad of mounted poiie under Ser- 
geant Murison that visited the spot 
and incidentally put in seven hours 
in the saddle, doing almost 80 miles, 
has grave fears that little will be xue- 
complisiied. 

“It seems as if the very earth is on 
fire round there,’ they declared, ‘An 
immense acreage of land is black and 
bare where the fire has passed, and it 
has such a hold that it will require 
several heavy rains to ut an end to 
it. Even to leeward it was almost 
impossible to breathe within a quarter 
of a mile.” 

B.C. Companies’ Act Now Objected To 

Ottawa.—The British Columbia Com- 
panies’ Act is the subject of a com- 
munication from the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association, through its 
legal counsel, addres%d to the de- 
partment of justice. A memorial syn- 
opsis of objec@ons is enclosed, and it 
is alleged that the act is ultra vires of 
provincial legislature, inasmuch as it 
trammels the companies chartered by 


the Dominion parliament, and also 
British companies authorized to do 
business throughout the Dominion 


The federal government, which has the 
power of disallowance, probsbly will 
not deal with the matter until about 
October. The question will raise an 
important constitutional issue. 


Feeling Acute in London 

London.—The tension between Ger- 
many and Great Britain is materially 
increased as a result of t:e Madriz 
incident and is more acute than since 
the war scare in Eng aid. The fact 
that a British newspeper gave out a 
statement purporting to come from the 
German foreign office, in which Am: ri- 
ea’s diplomatic rights in Central 
America were flouted has changed the 
centre of interest over the i ident 
from Washington to London.

CANADIAN’S REPLY TO U. . HAS PASSED 


Very Able Address Made by John S. 
Ewart Before the Hague 
Conference 


The Hague.—Continuing his plea b». 
fore the fisheries tribunal recentiy, 
John S. Ewart, on behalf of Canada, 
contended that it was no argument to 
show that there had been Biitish lax- 
ity in enforcing its view of the treaty 
ot 1818, for if the tribunal took that as 
an argument and gave effect to it there 
must forever be an end to internation. 
al arbitration or there must be an end 
to international endeavors among the 
nations to get along with each other 
in the best possible fashion. 

In Canada they understood perfectly 
the position of Great Britain in the 
world, and they knew that Canada, as 
a part of the Empire, was prepared 
to take the bad with the good, and 
sometimes suffer for the good of the 
Empire. Locally there might be some 
irritation, but better men took a larger 
view and said the interests of the Em- 
mre, as a whole, must be regarded 

hey could not in a widespread Em- 
pire help these difficulties arising, and 

f British statesmen had failed to ap- 
preciate the value of the locality of i's 
industry or from a desire to keep on 
good terms with the United States had 
been lax in their enforcement of their 
strict treaty rights, that, he admitted, 
was no reason why the British view 
should be held as untrue by an inter- 
national tribunal which rises above 
such considerations, and which decid- 
ed merely by law itself. 

Continuing, Mr. Ewart said the per- 
mission given by Great Britain to 
American fishermen to fish in the Bay 
of Fundy in 1845 in no way implied 
that Great Britain had abandoned her 
interpretation of the treaty of 1818 
Great Britain had made concessions 
merely as regarded the Bay of Fundy, 
but had excluded American fisherme> 
from other bays. Between 1845 and 
1852 Mr. Webster, American secretary 
of state, had recognized Great Brit- 
ain’s right to act that way under the 
treaty of 1818, 

Russo-Japanese Treaty 

Washington.—The text of the Russo- 
Japonese treaty was given out at the 
state department recently. It is the 
history-making document of the cen- 
tury in the far east, and stripped of 
all verbiage means: 

First: That Russia and Japan have 
established a protectorate over Man- 
churia. 

Second: That the dealing, present 
and future, of the United States with 
China must be referred to Russia and 
Japan. 

hird: The sovereignty of China 
over its own rich provines of Man- 
churia is ignored by Russia and 
Janan. 

Fourth: The convention of 1907 be- 
tween Russia and Japan is cited as 
roof of the adherence of Janan and 
Russia to the ‘‘open door’ policy. 

Fifth: The new treaty states that 
the status quo, which means the ex- 
isting state of effairs in Manchuria, 
is to be maintained by Russia and 
Japan, and there is in the text itself 
a searcely veiled assertion that other 
netions will be prevented by force 
from interfering with the exploit - 
tion of Manchuria for the special 
henefit of Russia and Japan, the open 
door to the contrary, notwithstanding 
ing. 

Do Not Work on the Sabbaths 

Calgary.—"“Our gangs have never 
used the graders on Sunday and never 
intended to do so,” said Mr. Joseph 
Larose, of the firm of Larose, Bell &

extension of the G. T, P. 

The officials of the Lord’s Day Al- 
liance were in communication with 
the attorney-general’s department re- 
eently regarding the al'eged working 
of thé grading gangs on the branch 
line, but Mr. Larose says that the 
members of his firm have just as high 
a regard for the observance of the 
Sabbath as any members of the Lord's 
Day Alliance, and in addition to this 
are only too glad to have their horses 
and men rest on Sunday.”

Canned Stuffs to Be Insnected 

Ottawi.—Regulations for the insp-c- 
tion and marking of canned fruits, 
vegetables and milk have been adopt- 
ed by the government and will be put 
into force as soon #s the minister of 
agriculture shall have appointed in- 
spectors to carry out the law, 

These preeautions for insuring the 
purity and honesty of such preserved 
foods are to apply, however. only to 
products canned for exp rt that is to 
eanned stuff put up in factories which 
send their output to foreign countries 
or from one province to another, 


To Help Unemployed to Go to Canada 

London.—In addressing the mission- 
ary society here, Arehdeacon Robins, 
of Athabasca, dwelt on the cost of 
labor in that part of Canada and re- 
marked that there were no 8& hour 
days there. He expres-ed the wish 
that statesmen here would establish 
the department of labor to help the 
unemployed go to the Northwest. He 
urged greater effort on the part of the 
Chureh of England in this regard.

PRICE OF WHEAT !S ADVANCING 
VERY RAPIDLY 


A Steady Advance for the Past Couple 
of Weeks is Reported—Price Jump. 
ed Eight Cents and Over During 
Last Week, and Indications Point 
to a Further Advance—Increase in 
Price of Oats. 


Calgary.—Reports from all over the 
conunent of Ame:ica .nd.cate that 
wheat will be king tuis year ihe 
price of wheat in the big grain ex- 
cuanges has kept steadily ad.ancing 
for the past couple of weeks, and has 
now reached the hignest price that it 
has touched for several years. 

On Monday last wieat was quoted 
on the Winnipeg market at $1.08 per 
bushel; on Saturday is was $1.163;, a 
rise of over one cent per day. On 
the previous Friday it was $1.04% 
The end of the rise in price is not yet, 
and at the same rate by next week 
wheat be worth at least $1.25 

This means more than dollar wheat 
at Albeita points. While the crop in 
Alberta this year is short, there is a 
considerable percentage of last year’s 
crop in the farmers’ granaries, and 
this is a case where it ha® paid the 
furmers to hold their grain. Last 
year at this date wheat was quoted 
on the Winnipeg tiarket at 81 cents. 

Oats show a corresponding increase 
in price, being now quoted at 41‘, 
as compared with 21 cents last year. 

Nhat the speculators in wheat, how- 
ever, do not anticipate such a great 
shortage is evidenced by the fact that 
October and December deliveries are 
guoted at eight cents lower than that 
for July. 

Flour has advanced in the locel mar- 
kets 20 cents per hundredweight, al- 
though it was menufactured from the 
‘yeep wheat of last year. The price 
of flour does not appear to be based 


at all on the price at which the raw 
material was purchased, but rises with 
the price of wheat at the time, but 
maintains its price when the wheat 


is cheap. 


New Road to Start in Alberta 

Piucher Creek.—The most gratifying 
news concerning the future prospects 
of Pincher Creek and the settlements 
around it was flashed over the wires 
from New York Cicy recently. It came 
in the form of a message to the effect 
that construction work will commence 
on the new railroad at the first of the 
month. 

To say that the people here are 
elated would be putting t.e matter al- 
together too mildly, though no one 
losing his head over it. 

Real estate prices will, of course, re. 
ceive a stimuius now tut the build- 
ing of the road is an assured fact, but 
the more sensible gé » them as high 
enough already.  iiven farm lands 
Were soaring to $40 an acre before con- 
struction to the road was definitely 
settled upon, and now they may reach 
prohibitive figuces. 

The construc ion is to start from 
Pincher Creek, thence through the val-

road work, who for nine years did

A econcili- 
ation board sat upon the demands of 
the telegraphers last February and re- 
ported, The telegraphers accepted the 
report, but the company did not. 


Prairie Chickens Hatched in Captivity 

Calgary.—Six prairie chickens have 
been hatched out at the provincial 
poultry station, and, although they are 
the first ever known to he hetehed in 
captivity, they appear to be lively and 
in good condition. 

Last spring Poultry Superintendent 
Foley secured a number of full grown 
prairie chickens and placed them in 
the poultry station in a space com- 
letely surrounded by wire netting 
nside the enclosure the superintend. 
ent installed as many of the natural 
surroundings of the birds as possible, 
and so far the experiment of domesti- 
cating the chicken has progressed 
favorably. 

They have taken to their new home 
rapidly and the hatching of the young 
ones prove that they can thrive and 
breed even when kept caged up. 


Government Reports on Field Crops 

O'tuwa.—The census and statistics 
office recently reported on the condi- 
tion of the field crops. Fall wheat is 
85.47 this year compared with 87,28 in 
1909, and this year 8629, Peas is 86.94 
this year; hast year it was 84.40, and in 
the year previous 82. The condition 
of mixed grains is nearly the same, 
being 8453 this year, 86.58 last year, 
and 84 in 1908. Hay and clover are 
better this year than in either of the 
previous years, being 91.42 compared 
with 76 in 1909 and 8&7 in 1908. The 
condition of alfalfa has been recorded 


this year for the first time and its 
average is 88.98.

It does not 
help a man or a team much to know 
that their supporters have up a lot 
of money on the result, and it tends | 
to lead to underhand work and fake 
matches. However, it seems to be | 
very hard to prevent it, and the 
remedy offered by some people—to 
stop wrestling and boxing matches 
altogether—would be worse than) 
the disease.

The following description of the 
Bassano Bank, which is similar in 
size and all other respects to the 
Strathmore Bank, taken from the 
Bassano News, will be of interest 
locally: 

‘*The handsome and roomy build- 
ing of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce will be completed and ready 
for occupancy on July 15. Next to 
the Alberta hote!, it is the most 
costly building in town, its cost 
being about $12,000. It is of the 
Carmon design, planned by Darling 
& Pearson, architects, of Toronto, 
who make all of the plans for the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce build- 
ing. It is of the Colonial style of 
architecture and presents a hand- 
some and massive appearance. 

It has three stories with a base- 
ment with a brick vault in the rear, 
and occupies 30 by 4o feet of space, 
while the height from the level of 
the street is 45 feet. 

The front is ornamented with four 


large Corinthian columns, placed 
equi-distant from each other, The 
front entrance is capped with a 
broken arch with the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce crest in the 
centre. 


The cornices, columns, base and 
large front steps are made in imita- 
tion of stone. The body of the build- 
ing is painted a green color, with 
window trimmings of brown. The 
main entrance doors are of solid 
oak with glass panels, ornamented 
with iron grills. The windows 
down stairs are of plate glass, 46 by 
58 inches in size, while upstairs 
they are of double diamond glass, 
24 by 50 inches, The front en- 
trance steps are 15 feet wide and 
begin at the sidewalk, while the 
building stands back of the front 
line of the lot on which it is located 
for several teet. 

The ground floor has a_ public 
banking room, manager's room, 
vault, vestibule and main staircase 
hall. The banking room will be 
spacious, 30 by 50 feet. Its desks 
and counters will be of quarter oak 
with plain metal trimmings. 

The manager's room is in front of 
the banking room, on the west side 
of the entrance, is fifteen feet square 
and it will be furnished in the same

Each of the stories is 
double floored with pine nailed to 
the joists, on top of which is placed 
tongued and grooved British Colum- 
bia pine flooring. 

On the main floor the walls 
have a burlap dado, four feet above 
tthe floor, and above the dado the 
walls and ceilings are plastered 
with plaster of a stucco finish, The 
doors, casings, base and chair rails 
will be of pine material. 

There will be a pine batton fence 
on the side and rear of the structure 
which will be painted a dark shade 
of green. In front there will be 
short wing fencing on either side of 
the stairs, similar to that on the 
side and rear. 

The basement excavation was 
started on April 20 last and the 
work of building has been steadily 
in progress since. R. Alford has 
been charge of construction since 
its inception. A similar building to 
the one here is to be erected for the 
Bank of Commerce at Strathmore, 
and Mr Altord will leave here for 
Strathmore, just as soon as the 
local building is completed, for the

Best Field of Wheat 
in Alberta 


Those who are competent to judge 
state that the record yield of winter 
wheat in Southern Alberta this year 
will be harvested on the farm of F. 
W. Crandall, which 1s situated near 
Gleichen. It is stated that the 
general average of this field of 160 
acres will be at least 4o bushels to 
the acre, while several acres will 
run at least 50 bushels to the acre. 

Last fall Mr Crandall decided to 
demonstrate the value of irrigation. 
His action was taken with a view 
to determining the cost of irrigating 
Bow Valley land and also to may 
comparison of crops grown itt 
same district, under irrigation atid 
under natural rainfall conditions. 

The story of this, the banner field 
of Alberta Red for the year 1gto, 
reads as follows: The plowing was 
done in the spring of 1909, the water 
being turned on July 7, by the 2oth 
the field was thoroughly irrigated 
and the water turned off. The irri- 
gation materially assisted in the 
rotting of the sod and when sowing 
commenced on August 25th, it was 
found that the soil was quite mel- 
low. No irrigation other than the 
first was necessary, but this spring 
the field was packed with a view to 
saving the moisture. 

In speaking of the cost of irrigat- 
ing this land, Mr Crandall says: ‘‘] 
find that the cost of this work was 
4414 cents per acre. I paid $2.50 
per day for one man and $2.75 for 
another, neither seemed to know 
the first thing about the distribution 
of water. For the making of the 
small distributing ditches | paid $8 
a day for a man with four horses; 
all of the prices for labor were the 
average for similar work. Much 
work was done unnecessarily on ac- 
count of inexperience, and under 
more favorable circumstances, so 
far as labor is concerned. I am 
satisfied the same area could be ir- 
rigated for an amount not exceed- 
ing 40 cents per acre.” 

When estimating his profits on 
this crop, Mr Crandall said: ‘From 
this 160 acres, [expect to secure 
6400 bushels of No. 1 Alberta Red 
and there is every reason to believe 
that this crop will be sold at $1.00 
per bushel at the elevator, giving 
me a gross return of $6,400, The 
total expinses with this 
crop will not exceed $10.00 per acre 
which will give me a profit of $4,800 
or a sum exceeding the price that I 
paid for this land. This is, of course, 
based upon a price of $1.00 per 
bushel, and I believe that this year’s 
crop will sell at a figure in advance

THE PEARI. FISHERS. 


Huge Concourse Assembles When 
Hunt Is On. 


The oliest and richest pearl fish- 
eries in the world’are those of Ceylon. 
Its beds are under Government super- 
vision, and when one is to be fished 
aver the fact is published befvrehand. 
The season usually begins the first 
part of March and continue from four 
to six weeks. 

Boats and divers from the neigh- 
boring coasts and pearl merchants 
from all over India assemble before 
the day set. As many as 25,000 per- 
sons often gather on the fishing 
grounds. At midnight when the wind 
freshens, the boats start for the banks 
in groups of fifty to seventy, so as to 
arrive there before sunrise 

Each boat carries from ten to 
twelve divers. They work in pairs, 
one diving while the other tends the 
signal line and relieving each other 
from time to time. At sunrise a sig- 
nal gun is fired and the fishing begins. 

The diver usually carries a stone or 
other weight of about fifty pounds 
attached to the haul line to facilitate 
his rapid descent, and in addition car- 
ries a basket made fast to the girdle 
about his waist in which he places 
the oysters as found. 

Some divers working in shallower 
water use no weight in descending, 
but while at the bottom make good 
use of both hands and feet to seize 
upon and wrench loose any oyster 
seen within the limited area over 
which they can work. The diver who 
works without diving apparatus, and 
who is called a “head diver,” working 
in from thirty-five to forty-five feet of 
water, which is the average, can make 
from forty to fifty descents in a morn- 
ing and can bring up from fifteen to 
thirty oysters each trip. ; 

At the firing of another signal gun 
about noon the diving is susvended 


and the boats race ashore and beach 
ready for unloading. On their arrival 
there the oysters are carried into the 
Government corral and there pil-d 
into three heaps. each boat's load be- 
ing kent separate, the Government 
taking two heaps, or two-thirds of the 
enteh, and the remainder being divid- 
ed among the divers and the crew, the 
divers usually receiving the largest 
portion, There are about 4.500 divers 
jnily catch averaging 
1,000,000 oysters, which are often 
found clustered closely together, 

The Government's share is then 
auctioned off by the inspector in lots 
of 1,000, and usually bought up by 
smnall merchants, divided into smaller 
lots and resold, The price obtained 
depends largely on the average run of 
pearls found, which can be closely 
estimated by experts. However, 
chance plays a great. part, and the 
lucky merchant quickly pockets any 
valuable find to prevent @ possible 
rise in price and returns to buy more 
from the same lot. 


Remarkable Blind Man. 


There has just died, at Boxgrove, 
Chichester, a remarkable blind man, 
named Stephen Targett, who was in 
his ninety-third year. More than 
fifty years ago Targett lost his eye- 
sight while at work in Woolwich Ar- 
senal, and, being pensioned off, went 
to live at Halnaker. He was appoint- 
ed village post master, and for twen- 


ty years daily delivered and collected | 


letters in the district. For thirty years 
he was the local newsagent, and he 
sang in the village choir for forty 
years. He learnt to make fibre mats 
and clothes baskets, both of which he 
supplied to the ducal houses of Good- 
wood and Molecomb.

LESSON IV.—THIRD QUARTER,

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xvii, 1-8, 14

We have but one lesson in this great 
chapter whicn tells us of the trans- 
hguration, the conilict and victory fol- 
towing, His death and resurrection 
| again foretold and the little fish which 
brought the tribute money. Tne trans- 
figuration, like the lesson of last week, 
Is recorded by Matthew, Mark and 


Luke and is in some respects the my) 


remarkable event in the humilatiorg: 

our Lord. ‘The glory which he: 

shines forth for a litt.e moment was 
always in Him, but, like the glory 
over the mercy seat between the cneru- 
bim in the holy of holies, was conceal- 
ed by the veil which was typical of 
His body and which was rent in twain 
when He died on the cross (Heb. x, 20; 
Matt. xxvii, 50, 51), As He spoke of 
His sufferings in last week's lesson, 
He said that some of those present 
would see the glory of His kingdom 
before they died. I think IL am safe 
in saying that, while both in the Old 
end New Testaments the glory is 
sometimes spoken of without men. 
tioning the suffering, we never find 
the sufferings without the glory to en- 
courage us in the sufferings. This 
word about seeing the kingdom before 
they died has been unnecessarily per- 
plexing to many, because they have 
not noticed its connection with the ac- 
count of the transfiguration which im- 
mediately follows in each of the gos- 
pels and in Mark and Luke in close 
connection. That Peter, one of — the 
favored three, so understood it seems 
very clear from IL Pet. i, 16-18. Dr 
Scofield’s note upon this is so simple 
and yet so full and conclusive that I 
quote it here: “The transfiguration 
scene contains in miniature all the 
elements of the future kingdom in 
manifestation—(1) The Lord, not in 
humiliation, but in glory (verse 2). 
(2) Moses, glorified, representative of 
the redeemed who have — passed 
through death into the kingdom (Matt 

xiii, 43; e¢. 1. Luke ix, 30, 31). (3) 
Elijah, glorified, representative of the 
reaeemed who have entered the king- 
by translation (I Cor. xv, 50-53; 
I Thess. iv, 14-17). (4) Peter, James 
and Join, not glorified, representa- 
tives (for the moment) of Israel in the 
flesh in the future kingdom (Ezek 

xxxvii, 21-27). (5) The multitude at 
the foot of the mountain (verse 20), re- 
presentative of the nations, who are 
to be broueht into the kingdom after 
it is established over Israel (Isa. xi, 
10-12), ete. 

Six or eight days after the saying of 
Matt. xvi, 28, Jesus took these three 
men, who were also with Him when 
He raised to life the ruler’s daughter, 
and in Gethsemane and. as Luke tells 
us, Went up into a mountain to pray, 
and it was as He prayed that He was 
transfigured, The eight days of Luke 
certainly include the six cf Matthew 
and Mark and give the extreme limit 
of the time intervening. His appear- 
unee reminds us of Rey. i, 13-16, and 
of the assurance of I Jobn ii, 2, that 
we shall be like Him. The more we 
consider this the more we shall be like 
Him now, and it is so necessary, for 
the world needs some manif- station of 
His life in these mortal bodies (11 
Cor, iv, 10, 11), It is most interesting 
to notice that the word translated 
“transfigured” is used only in this in- 
cident in Matthew and Mark and in 
two other places, Rom. xii, 2; IIT Cor 
iii, 18, in the former being translated 
“transformed” and in the latter ‘are 
changed” and both bearing upon thi 
very point of likeness to Him now. A

sight of Moses and E/jijsh, who had 
beon absent from the earth, one about 
1.500 years and the otoer about 900, 


gives us a glimpse of the renlity of the 
unseen world. The topic of their con- 
versation (Luke ix, ) shows us how 
great is the importance of the death of 
Christ, the benefits of whieh they had 
been ino» measure enjoying, as on a 
promissory note, for so many ¢ nturies 
end by virtue of whieh alone any one 
from earth can enter heaven.

| forty years ago Edward Jenkins was 
so much in the limelight in the liter- 
ary world that his position in the 
sphere of letters at that time has been 
compared to that of Rudyard Kipling

His style had the 
Kipling touch, and both men had 
close connection with India. Mr. Jen- 


kins was born at Bangalore, India, in 
July, 1838, his father being Rev. Dr. 
John Jenkins, so long pustor of St. 
Paul's Presbyterian Church, Mont- 
real. He came to Canada with his 
parents at an early age and was edu- 
cated at the Montreal High School 
and McGill University. Then, after 
a course at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, he was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn, in 1864, and had a 
| most remarkable career in the years 


which followed. He was counsel for 
the coolies on the Demerara Coolie 
Commission of 1870; agent-general 


for Canada from 1874 to 1876; a mem- 
ber of the royal commission on copy- 
right in 1876-77; and about that time 
wrote his famous novel, entitled 
“Ginx’s Baby,”’ by which he will be 
remembered when his political career 
has been forgotten. Among his other 


| humorous books were “Lord: Ban- 
tam,”’ “The Coolie,”’ “Little Hodge,” 
“The Devil's Chain,” ‘Barney Geo- 


ghegan,” ete., ete. Beginning his life 
as a Gladstonian Liberal he was by 
turns an Independent Liberal and 
Imperialist, and in his later years a 
Conservative. He represented the city 
of Dundee, Scotland, as a Radical 
from 1874 to 1880, but was then de- 
feated, and though he sought the suf- 


frage of the electors of that city in 
1845, and 18f he had changed his 
political clothes and the people would 
not avail themselves of his services 


He was one of the great historical 
characters at the Moréreal High 
School, stories of his bright sallies, of 
his boyish jokes, of his prow on 
the football field and in gymnasium 
being handed down from generation 
to generation.

An Illustrious Family. 

During the absence from Canada ot 
His Excellency Karl Grey, Judge Gir- 
ouard, of the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada, is once more acting as adminis- 
trator of the Government, and is to 
all effects and purposes clothed with 
the same authority and power as the 
Governor-General. The right of the 
administrator to be styled ‘“‘His Ex- 
celleney,”’ was asserted by Sir H. El- 
zear Taschereau, formerly Chief Jus- 
tice, while acting as administrator in 
the interval between the departure of 
the Earl of Minto, and the arrival of 
His Excellency Earl Grey, and he 
was informed by the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, in reply to an 
enquiry, that the administrator is 
rightly styled “His Excellency.” 

Judge Girouard’s son, Col. Sir Perey 
Girouard, as governor and comman- 
der-in-chief of the Kast Africa Protec- 
torate, is also entitled to the designa- 


tion “His Excellency.’ I am told, 
with how much truth I do not know, 
that no other family in the British 


Empire has ever before had the hon- 
or of having two of its members en- 
titled to be so addressed Whether 
the coincidence is absolutely unique 
or not, it is sufliciently rare to de- 
serve notice, particularly in Canada, 
and more particularly as the Girou- 
ard family is a purely Freneh-Cana- 
dian one. Judge Girouard, who was 
born at St. Timothee, beside the Ce- 
dar Rapids, in 1836, is a descendant 
of Antoine Girouard, of Montelucon, 
France, who was private secretary to 
Governor de Ramezai at Montreal in 
1720. The family has remained in 
Canada ever since,
